It is from these 
old Co, Down chiefs that the Guinness 
family have evidently descended, although 
the first Guinness heard of in Southern 
Ireland was Richard of Celbridge, in Co.

He is the ancestor of the present 
Guinness family, whose head is the Earl 
of Iveagh—a creation of 1919. Richard 
Guinness of Celbridge was the father of 
Arthur Guinness, of Beaumont, in the 
County Dublin. This Guinness purchased 
St. James’s Gate Brewery from Mr. Mark 
Rainsford im 1759, His son, another 
Arthur, became President of the Chamber 
of Commerce in Dublin about the year 
1793. Later there were Sir Benjamin Lee 
and Sir Arthur Guinness, and in 1860 the 
first Barcn Ardilaun was heard of. The 
first Earl of Iveagh was Chancellor of 
Dublin University, as is his son, the 
present peer, father of Viscount Elveden.

by a general appeal to buy more books. 
In the old days, for example, cértain 
subjects appealed only to specialists, and 
the books which were written then never 
attempted to make an appeal to the 
ordinary public. Now, however, many of 
the books on specialised subjects are 
obviously written for non-specialists. Mr. 
H. G. Wells's history of the world and 
Sir Arthur Eddington’s explanation of 
modern physics will be found on the 
shelves of people who have no real inten- 
tion to study history or physics, but who 
have felt the desire to have the outlines 
of these subjects explained to them in a 
simple and readable way.

While wandering around he struck a gold 
reef the yellow stuff was in it thick as 
plums in a pudding —and he realised 
that an immense fortune lay within his 
grasp if only he could develop it. Un- 
fortunately, the strike was situated in 
some of the most inaccessible country in 
Australia; and while trying to find his way 
back to civilisation Lasseter lost not only 
his horses and goods, but very nearly lost 
his own life. Brought back to safety by 
an Afghan camel-dealer, it was years 
before he could muster up sufficient 
courage to attack the desert again. In 
company with a friend he found his reef 
again; but on return to Carnarvon they 
found that their watches were one hour 
and a quarter. behind Carnarvon time, 
This meant that if their time had been 
incorrect when they took the bearings of 
the reef, their location was incorrect also. 
In the years which passed his friend died. 
and Lasseter was long unable to get 
together an expedition. In 1916 the 
Government attempted to locate the reef, 
but their expeditions were driven back by 
hostile blacks. 


Failure 

Finally, funds and a good party were 
got together, and on July 21, 1930, the 
party set off from Alice Springs. Whether 
the hoodoo ’’ put on the expedition by 
the natives was responsible or the maps 
were inadequate, the expedition, in spite 
of all care and foresight, was a ghastly 
failure.

MURDER AND 
STARVATION 


CHARGES AGAINST ISLAND 
DICTATOR 


From RevtTer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
MOSCOW, Sunday. 


A grim story of an island “ dictator- 
ship, in which deliberate murder, 
attempted murder, and death by starva- 
tion, all are alleged to have played 
their parts, was unfolded at the 
trial of I. D. Simenchuk, Director 
of the Soviet Polar Station on Wrangel 
Island, which opened here yesterday. 
Simenchuk, the prosecution alleged, 
created dictatorship, ill-using both the 
scientific workers attached to the station 
and the local population. When the 
physician of the outpost, Dr. Wulfson. pro- 
tested against this treatment he is alleged 
to have been sent on a fake emergency call 
and then murdered en route by. one of 
Simenchuk’s assistants. 

Simenchuk, it is alleged, then attempted 
to starve the doctor’s wife to death, and, 
in the meantime, caused a famine among 
the local Eskimo population by denying 
them either the right to hunt for food or to 
be fed from the station’s warehouses, which 
were filled with provisions. Several 
Eskimos died. and the doctor’s wife was 
only saved, it was alleged, when Otto 
Schmidt, chief of the Northern Sea. Route 
Administration, heard of what was hap- 
pening and sent an investigator to the 
Wrangel Station.

M PANAGIS TSALDARIS, leader 
of the Popular Party, and 
Premier of Greece before the restoration of 
King George II., died here suddenly to- 
day. He was 1 years old, and 
had had very poor health for some years. 
On Saturday evening he attended a meet- 
ing of a Parliamentary Commission, 
returning to his home to dinner. At mid- 
0 he went to bed— apparently quite 
well—but an hour later he was seized by 
a violent fit of coughing. Hé called for 
Madame Tsaldaris. Hal an hour later he 
swooned away, and when the hastily sum- 
moned doctors reached him they found him 
dead in his wife’s arms. 
His many friends, both political and 
private, eame running to his house as soon 
as they learned of his death to condole 
with Madame Tsaldaris, who was dis- 
traught with grief. Outside the house a 
large crowd swiftly gathered, deeply 
moved by the loss of this veteran of Greek 
politics. i 


KING’S CONDOLENCE 


The King and the Government have sent 
their condolences to the widow. This even- 
ing the body .was embalmed and taken to 
the Cathedral, so that the public may pay 
homage. Around the catafalque deputies 
from the Popular Party stand rigidly on 
guard, while flags are flying at half-mast 
on all Government buildings. The funeral 
will be held on Tuesday.

Proposing the toast of “The Peat 
Industry, Mr. J. Graham, director of 
the Umeras Peat Co., Ltd., said that the 
Government had shown great wisdom in 
setting up the Turf Development Board. 
The Board has quickly tackled the 
problem of finding a market for all turf 
cut and prepared for sale by the various 
societies. They were indebted to the 
Government for the action they had taken 
in this matter, and they assured the Pre- 
sident and his Government that they 
would continue to foster the turf industry 
by all the means in their power. 

About two years ago, he said, he started 
to grow soft fruit on the reclaimed bog land 
on the farm where the turf was being cut 
that day.

MECHANICAL PROCESSES 


Dealing with the economic possibilities of 
turf, Mr. Lemass, Minister for 2 and 
Commerce, responding, said that although 
turf had a lower calorific value than coal, it 
still had many advantages.

Preaching here to-day after administering 
Confirmation to about four hundred children 
from the district schools, the Most Rev.

LAYING OF FOUNDATION 
STONE

The Parish of St. Nicholas of Myra was 
gaily decorated yesterday with flags and 

unting in honour of the visit of the Bishop 
of Thasos to bless and lay the foundation 
stone of new schools now in course of erec- 
tion. A big crowd of parishioners witnessed 
the ceremony. The Bishop was presented 
with a beautifully chased silver trowel. 

After the ceremony a meeting was held 
in the church, The Most Rev, Dr. F. J. 
Wall. D D., ee of Thassos, presided. 

Ganon Hayden P. P., presented his report, 
which showed that repairs, additions eee 
provements to the church, the old schools and 
the new schools cost, since 1923, £19,899. The 
present schools, he said, were erected by 
Archdeacon Flanagan, P. P., in 1842 at his 
own expense. They were now entirely in- 
adequate owing to overcrowding, For the 
last two years fifty infant boys had to be 
accommodated outside the school, in Myra 
House. This had been graciously lend free 
of charge by the Superior Council of the 
Society of St, Vincent de Paul. From the 
parishioners and friends, the working classes 
and the poor had, during the last twelve 
months, contributed over £11,000. and he 
desired to thank them, and also the Arch 
bishop and the Most Rey. Dr. Wall for their 
generous help. 

The Bishop of Thasos moved the adoption 
of the report, and said that they had now 
to take serious thought of how to raise the 
necessary funds to discharge an indebtedness 
to the amount of £4,000. The Bishop alluded 
to Jreland’s historical association with learu- 
ing until the times when education could be 
obtained by Catholics either abroad or in the 
mountain glens and hedge schools. Even 
when the national school system was estab- 
lished there were people who sought. to use 
it of set purpose to win the people from 
the Catholic re igion, but, owing to the genius 
of the Irish people, these national schools had 
become the most competent means of nourish- 
ing the true Faith in their midst: The 
managers ot these schools were the parish 
priests, and consequently the spirit of 
schools was the Catholic spirit. 
These schocls were close to two cathedrals. 
where for centuries was heard the sweet 
tinkle of the Mess bell, but their altars had 
long since heen bereft of the Sacrifice. 

The Very Rev. K. J. Cullen, G. M., LL. D., 
Fresident of St. Patrick's Training College, 


seconded the motion, and said that this was 


an epoch- making occasion. This church went 
hack to pre-Emancipation days, having been 
erected in 1828 on the site of buildings dating 
from the 12th century. The report was a
